Quebec. July 
23.—The principal 


event of interest to Americans in con- 
nection with the opening of the tor- 
centenary celebration of the founding 
of Quebec, which began in earnest 
this morning, was the aduress deliv- 
ered by Vice President Fairbanks in 
response to the address of welcome 
made by the Prince of Wales to the 
representatives of the foreign govern- 
ments present. 
Mr. Fairbanks spoke 


in part as follows: 


"Your Royal Highness: I acknowl- 


edge with grateful appreciation the 
•welcome which yon so generously ex- 
tend. The sentiments which jou are 
pleased to express with regard to my 
country I receive with profound sensi- 
bility. They are renewed evidence of 
that respect and cordial good will 
•which has so long existed between 
the United States and Great Britain, 
and will tend to strengthen and pre- 
serve their amicable relations. 


"Permit me to extend to Quebec my 


hearty congratulations upon the dis- 
tinction which she enjoys in the pres- 
enc of your royal highness and upon 
the enthusiasm with which she has 
welcomed you within her sates. It is, 
indeed, a signal honor which you have 
done her. It is a happy circumstance 
which brings you across the sea. The 
event is one which will be long treas- 
ured among the annals of Quoijoc. 


"The eyes of the western world are 


upon this historic city. 
The celebra- 


tion of tho tercentenary of Cham- 
plain's founding of Quebec is altogeth- 
er admirable both in the comprehen- 
siveness of its conception and in the 
excellence t its execution, and is an 
event which awakes interest not only 
in the Dominion of Canada, but in tho 
United States also.

Is But Brief Period. 


"Three hundred years is but a brief 


period in the history of Kngiand or 
France, but it is all the history of 
Quebec and all of Anglo-Saxon Amer- 
ica. Here has been written an inter- 
esting story. Here have been wit-

blessed triumphs of 


peace. 


"It is with unusual pleasure I bring 


you greetings fiom tho president and 
the people of the United States, who 
rejoice with you in the progress you 
have made in the manifold ways which 
make for the strength and honor of a 
great people. We are not indifferent 
to yourwelfare nor are you indifferent 
to ours. The blood of a common an- 
cestry is in our veins. We have much 
In common. We glory in many of the 
•same traditfons and we have the same 
Jurisprudence. Our standards of civ- 
ilization are alike. 


"As we behold this majestic cele- 


bration in which the representatives 
of different nations participate

GOVERNMENT TO 


CONTINUE FIGHT 


Will Not Let Standard Fine Go 


Without Struggle. 


HAVE THIRTY DAYS TO APPEAL 


In Case Circuit Court Refuses Rehear- 


ing New Trial May Be Instituted on 
Original Indictment or May Trans- 
fer Prosecution to Jurisdiction of 
Western New York of Eastern Ten- 
nessee, Where Indictments Against 
Oil Trust Have Been Obtained. 


Chicago. July 23.—It is announced 


that in spite of the fact that the Unit- 
ed States court of appeals had re- 
versed 
and 
remanded the case of 


the government against the Standard 
Oil company of Indiana, in which 
.Judge Lundis in the district court hud 
imposed a line of S^'J.L'-lO.OUO. the gov- 
ernment toices will continue the legal 
battle. 


The government has CO days within 


which to file a petition for a 
*•-. &* 


ing. and it will be filed within thv, :'• 
lotted period. 
In his opinion, which 


was concurred in by Judges Seaman 
and Baker, dealing with the "intent" 
feature of the case, a vital point. 
Judge Grosscup says: 


"\Ve should take up these subjects 


in the order stated, the first being 
whether a shipper can without error 
be convicted of accepting a concession 
from the lawful published rate, e\eu 
though it is not shown, as bearing 
upon the matter of intent, that the 
shipper at the time of accepting such 
concession knew what the lawful pub- 
lished rate was—a view of the law 
that is embodied in the charge and 
carried out in the ruling excluding cer- 
tain 
proffered 
testimony, including 


that of one Edward Bogardus, xvho, be- 
ing in absolute charge ot" tratfic affairs 
of "plaintiff in error, offered to testify 
that during that period he did not 
kuoxv anything about an IS-cent rate 
over the Alton railroad; that his at- 
tention had never been called to any 
such rate by any person or by the ex- 
amination of any document, and that 
it was his understanding and belief, 
based on \v sat he xvas told by one Hol- 
land, tariff clerk of the Alton railroad, 
that the late over the Alton road was 
U cents; and that such rate had been 
filed with the interstate commerce 
commission." 


Leaves Little Doubt. 


Judge Grosscup's opinion leaves lit- 


tle of the contention that each carload 
at the e-cent rate constituted a sep- 
arate offense. Even the shipments, of 
which there xvere about 500, could not 
be so considered under the ruling of 
tne court. The fine shoum have been 
based on settlements between the rail- 
road and the oil company. 
Of these 


there were just 35. Tne maximum 
fine on this basis would amount to but 
$720.000 and the minimum ?36,000. 


In the event a rehearing is denied, 


the government may go to trial on the 
original indictment, containing 1,462 
counts, an action which District At- 
torney Sims could be ready to take 
within two weeks, or upon any one of 
seven other indictments containing 
4422 counts. As a vast amount of work 
has been dene on the case just deci'd- 
ed, it is unlikely that an entirely new 
case will be instituted. 


The record of the present case con- 


tains over a million and a half words, 
and is estimated to have cost the gov- 
ernment $2uu,000. 


Another move which may be mat'" 


by the federal authorities is to trans- 
iv.r the prosecution from this jurisdic- 
tion either to the western New York 
district or tne eastern Tennessee dis- 
trict. 
In these districts the govern- 


ment investigation led to indictments 
containing about 2.000 counts against 
the Standard Oil company.

President 
Roosevelt Gives Vigorous 


Talk at War College. 


Newport. R. I., July 23.—In the pros- 


cnc of 100 naval officers, representing 
all branches of the service, assembled 
at the war college to discuss plans for 
new American battleships. President 
Roosevelt iiiade a stirring appeal for 
a hard-hitting navy. 


"I want . first-class fighting navy or 


no navy at all," said tue president, 
"because a first-class fightinR navy is 
the most ..ffective guarantee of peace 
this nation can have.

amiable and 
well-meaning people." 


continued President Rocsevelf. "who 
believe in having a navy merely for 
coast defense. 
A purely 
defensive 


navy woui: be almost worthless. To 
advocate such a navy is like advocat- 
ing a schoo. of prizefighting in which 
no one should do anything but purry. 


"I hope this nation will never ha : 


to hit. We should do every thins: that 
honorably v,an be done to avc id tiou- 
ble. But when we do go to war. that 
war is only excusable if the n.ivy is 
prepared to hammer its opponent un- 
til he quits lighting. 
And. >ou can 


not hammer your opponent if yon wait 
for him to come to the coast and ham- 
mer you first. For the protection of
